RE: GBC's Petition for Exemption from Closed Captioning Regquirements *

Attention: CGB Room 3-B431

This is a request for an exemption to the closed captioning requirements
on the basis of undue burden, as per 47 C.F.R. 79.1 (f). Your agency is
authorized to grant waiver or exemption from the rules where compliance with
the rules will result in an undue burden. The term “undue burden” means
significant difficulty or expense.

Galilee Baptist Church requests this exemption, because compliance would
create an undue burden upon the Church. This breadcast, airs for one hour
weekly, beginning at 6:00 a.m. until 7:00 a.m., on local station KMSS-Fox 33.
Our broadcast mainly benefits our sick and homebound members. The production
and broadcasting costs of this program is $22,400.00, annually, which costs is
underwritten through donations (tithes & offerings) from our church membership.

) We hereby request a temporary and. limited waiver of the closed captioning
requirement for the duration of one year, so we may recruit volunteers to work
with the closed captioning project. Also, we must seek and obtain approval
£from the church’s membership for financing- or and 1ncludlng the additional
costs of closed captioning in our church budget.

Galilee Baptist is currently taking steps to raise or redirect funds
necessary to pay for closed captioning services. The estimated costs for
closed captioning is $2,750.00, which only covers expenses for the software and
encoding. Galilee has no employees working in the media ministry. The media
staff is compossed entirely of volumnteers. The burden to Galiles is dus to lack
of trained members to provide closed captioning services. We only video tape
The worship services, and provide the television station with a copy, which
serves as our television broadcast.



Galilee is prepared to comply with FCC regulations, should we be gran
*temporary waiver of the closed captioning requirement. Galilee provides sig
language translators for spoken {(non-musical)} portions of most broadcasts,
because we are committed to providing some form of communication services to
impaired viewers. This is only a temporary gquick fix, which does not serv

same function as closed captioning. '

Although, we endeavor ©o provide closed captioning in cobedience to ou
governmment’s mandates, the Church does not currently possess sufficient ha
and technical resources to avail viewers with closed captioning, without
suftfering undue burden, plus providing a lower guality broadcast. Accordingl
the negative conseguences incurrsd in ocur attempt to follow the statutory
requirements would not be in the public’s best interests.

Thersfore, we respectfully reguests that the Commission grant Galilee
Baptist Church a temporary exemption of the closed captioning requirement,
the implementation of such rules -

Will result in an undue burden upon the Church.
